Dear Sir: - 


As you will see by the inclosed letter, I have been writing to the State Department at 
Washington inquiring if they had the two sided seal of the United States in the form of a bronze 
medal which they could conveniently spare me to use simple as a curiosity only, and for no 
unlawful purpose whatever. 


And in compliance with their directions, I make known my wishes to you. 


I therefore respectfully ask you if you have an impression consisting of obverse and 
reverse sides respectively of the seal of the United States in bronze medallic form which you 
could let me have to keep as a curiosity, and for which I will pay if there are charges upon the 
same. 


I now have quite a collection of seals pasted in a scrap-book, consisting of thirty two state 
and all the territorial seals and also of the Departments of State, Post, Navy, Treasury and Justice 
at Washington, and many others. If you can accommodate me in this matter I will be ever so 
much obliged to you.
